■which has occurred in Gwynneville in 
recent years, destroyed the I. & C. 
fraction station and the Joseph S. 
Johnson meat market there 
about 
one-thirty o'clock this morning. 
The 
loss has been variously estimated at 


from two thousand to 
twenty-five 
hundred dollars. 
The heaviest loser 
was la d 
Evans, wlio 
owned the 
building, where the blaze took place. 
H e valued the structure at eighteen 


hundred dollars, as he built it and 


a barn on the same lot only a short 


lime ago at a total cost of twenty-six 
hundred dollars. 
His loss is covered 
by 
a 
thousand 
dollars 
insurance 
whica lie carried on the two buildings. 
Mr. Johnson’s loss, partially covered 
by insurance, m ay reach fixe hundred 


dollars although he has no real esti­ 
mate on the value of all of the stuff 
which was burned. 
The loss to the 
i root ion company will be very slight 
as only the supplies and a few fix- 
iure* of little value were destroyed b\ 
the Haines. 
The origin of the fire is 
uncertain. 


Mr. Johnson came home from In d i­ 
anapolis last night on the last I. & (\ 
car. which i- due in Gwynneville at 
12:31. 
lie went to his meat*market, 
ripened up and lighted a gas jet so 
that he could see to get some meat 
fo r breakfast. 
It is probable that the 


lighted match thrown to the floor or 
the gas jet was the cause of the Maze, 


In relating the incident surrounding 
the Maze. Mr. Johns, n failed to men­ 
tion as to whether he turned out the 
gas jet when he left the building. 
He 
locked the door, went to the barn to 
get his rig and drove home which i- a 
few adles distant. 


Mr. Johnson was hardly In bed and 
asleep before be was awakened by tin* 
telepaone bell. 
I he message fr» m the 
other end o f the line was to the effect 
that the building in which his busi­ 
ness and the I. & f . fraction office 
were located was on tire. 
The com­ 
municant said that the blaze was well 
under way and that there was little 
hope of saving it. 
The facilities for 
fighfing fire in Gwynneville 
are not 
very great and it was not very long 
before the whole structure was razed 
to the ground. 
There were no other 
buildings very close or it is probable 
that they. too. would have been burn­ 
ed. 
The fire had completely destroy­ 
ed *.<• structure bef. ro Mr. Johnson 
arrived, 
lie is the I. & 0. agent at 
Gwynneville. 


An the fixtures in the meat market 
wer< completely’ destroyed, the total 
los^ of which will probably reach a 
few hundred dollars.

factories employ a total of thirl v- 
five men, all of whom arc residents 


of Rushville and who get their daily 
bread here. 


The big m ajority of the thirty-five 
men who are engaged in making the 
things that furnish enjoyment to men, 


are married 
men. 
They 
support 
families, all of whom go to make up 
the population of Rushville. 
It has 
been estimated that at least seven­ 
ty-five people are dependent on that 
one industry 
alone 
in 
Rushville. 


Rushville is fa r above the average in 
the cigar industry, as many cities in 


this section of the State do not even 
have one factory. 


And since th o se seventy-five peo­ 
ple live and are clothed and fed in 
Rushville, local 
business 
men are 
duty bound to smoke their cigars. A 
local cigar 
dealer, who 
probably 
sells more home-made cigars than 
any other business man in the city, is 
authority 
for the 
statement 
that 
most of the cigars made in Rushville 


are smoked by farmers and factory 


employes. 
He says that few business 


men smoke cigars which are made 
here, but rather prefer some foreign 
weed. 
He says that the farmers are 
probably the best 
buyers of local

But at the time for going to work this 
morning, the men who had quit at 
noon the day before, were all back 
ready to wield the shovel and the 
pick. 


The company has made marvelous 
progress, considering the handicap 
under which they have been working. 
The excavation work has been com­ 
pleted down to the C. II. & D. ra il­ 
road in Main street. 
Monday they 


expect to cross the railroad and begin 
tearing up the streets in the business 
section o f the city.
